Allowing  for  the  smallness  of  the  figures  under 
consideration  the  vital  statistics  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  the  country  as  a  -whole.  With  fifty- 
four  less  deaths  than  a  year  ago,  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  deaths  gave  a  comparative  death  rate  of 
8.0  (the  Icswest  recorded  in  the  district)  compared 
with  that  of  11.3  in  England  and  Wales  as  a  -whole. 

There  v/as  no  serious  increased  incidence  of  not¬ 
ifiable  disease. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Hodson  for  his  co-operation 
and  help  during  the  year  and  for  his  assistance  in 
preparing  this  report,  and  to  my  clerk  Miss  J. Shirley 
for  her  efficient  services  during  the  year.

The  district  is  essentially  agricultural  in  charac¬ 
ter  and  many  of  the  local  industries  are  of  this  nature. 
The  manufacture. of  animal  feeding  stuffs,  cheese  making, 
broiler  chicken  production  and  processing  together  with 
the  slaughter  of  animals  for  ’export*  meat. 

Glove  making,  both  in  the  factory  and  the  home  con- 
t inue  s . 

Endeavour,  during  the  year  to  attract  additional 
light  industry  into  the  area  has  led  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  two  depots  for  the  supply  of  ready  mixed  con¬ 
crete  and  a  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  caravans.

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
maternity,  school  healtli,  prophylactic  inoculation,  home 
nursing,  mental  health,  the  ambulance  service,  the  care  and 
after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind,  handicapped,  health 
education,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the  welfare  of  the 
aged. 

The  assistance  provided  by  the  domestic  home  help  ser¬ 
vice  is  of  such  incalculable  benefit  to  the  needy  old  peq3e, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  recall  how  these  people  managed 
before  this  service  v/as  instituted. 

Voluntary  Services 

Aclmowledgment  must  again  be  made  to  the  excellent 
voluntary  work  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  the  Sturminster  Voluntary  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  the  Sturminster  Silver  Thread  Club  and 
the  Rotary  Club, 
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During  the  year  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service  star¬ 
ted  a  meals -on-v/hee Is  service  in  the  district.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  twelve  persons  in  Marnhull,  four  in 
Shillings  tone  and  two  in  Childe  Okeford  were  benefitt- 
ing  from  this  servicso

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  ’Vater  Board  have  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  public  water  supplies  in  the  district. 
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There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  officers 
of  the  Board  and  your  Public  Health  Officers,  Copies  of 
reports  of  water  samples  taken  by  the  Board’s  officers  are 
sent  to  my  office  and  similarly,  reports  of  samples  taken 
by  your  officers  are  sent  to  the  Board. 

Quantity 

Apart  from  temporary  shortages  at  Stoke  Wake,  Belchal- 
well  and  Glanvilles  Wootton,  the  quantity  of  the  supplies 
have  remained  satisfactory. 

Household  Supplies 

Only  a  handful  of  houses  throughout  the  district  lack 
a  mains  piped  water  supply  into  the  house  and  with  the 
exception  of  the  small  parishes  of  Woolland  and  Ibberton 
and  six  houses  in  Glanvilles  ^'footton  the  mains  supply  is 
from  the  vVater  Board’s  mains  supply. 

Quality 

Weekly  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  of  all 
the  Board’s  supplies  at  source  were  taken  by  the  Board, 

Your  officers  took  spot  check  samples  of  the  mains  supplies 
in  the  course  of  distribution. 

The  condition  of  the  public  supplies  remained  satis¬ 
factory. 

Private  Supplies 

The  parishes  of  Woolland  and  Stoke  ¥/ake  are  supplied 
by  private  supplies  #iich  have  remained  bac teriologically 
satisfactory.  The  small  private  supplies  to  six  houses 
in  the  parish  of  Glanvilles  Wootton  have  been  of  less  sat¬ 
isfactory  quality. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEP/ERAGE 


All  the  major  pari'^hes  have  got  adequate  sewerage 
schemes  and  no  serious  nuisances  in  the  district  exist 
due  to  the  lack  of  such  schemes. 

A  small  extension  of  the  Kings  Stag  scheme  and  of 
the  Sturminster  Newton  scheme  to  include  the  Broad  Oak 
area  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Surcharging  of  sewers  with  surface  water  has  caus¬ 
ed  some  trouble  at  Sturminster  Newton  and  Marnhull, 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  provided  by  the 
Council  under  section  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1936  operated  by  contract,  has  continued  to  operate 
reasonably  satisfactor  ily. 
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The  one  principal  difficulty  encountered  is  the  sat¬ 
isfactory  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  cesspools,  a 
considerable  amount  having  to  be  disposed  of  in  lagoons 
provided  at  the  sewage  works  for  the  development  of  sew¬ 
age  sludge  which,  in  itself,  is  a  problem. 


Public  Health  Nuisances 


The  disposal  of  agricultural  wastes,  without  causing 
nuisance,  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult. 

In,  may  I  say,  the  good  old  days,  apart  from  the 
farmyard  manure  heap  which,  in  fact,  caused  little  nuis¬ 
ance,  animals  spread  their  excreta  in  small  quantities 
widespread  over  the  land.  No  nuisance  was  created. 

Some  liquid  manure  found  its  way  into  ditches  and  water 
courses  but  again  no  serious  nuisance  resulted. 

At  the  present  time  with  modern  methods  of  under 
cover  concentrated  rearing  of  stock  and  quick  turnover, 
the  accuramulated  quantities  of  waste  have  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  bulk  and  this,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
pig  slurry  can  only  be  done  with  great  care,  if  no  ser¬ 
ious  smell  nuisance  is  to  be  created. 

Here  there  is  a  new  problem  which  will  require  much 
thought  and  when  agricultural  need  has  to  be  nicely  bal¬ 
anced  against  personal  rights. 

The  principal  complainant  is  the  retired  to\m  dweller, 
unused  to  the  odours  of  the  farmyard,  ?irho  find  such  smells 
most  obnoxious. 


PUBLIC  GLEANS  niG 


A  fortnightly  curbside  collection  (vfith  a  v/eekly 
trade  refuse  collection  in  Sturminster  Newton)  has  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year. 

Our  present  tip  now  has  a  short  life  only,  remaining. 
Efforts  to  secure  an  alternative  tipping  site  have  met  with 
some  success,  though  no  final  decision  had  been  taken  by 
the  end  of  the  year.

There  were  one  or  two  other  complaints  of  a  sim¬ 
ilar  nature  which  are  still  being  investigated.  Bear¬ 
ing  in  mind  the  stringent  requirements  which  the  Rivers 
Board  seem  to  be  applying,  a  great  many  problems  are 
likely  to  arise  in  the  future  where  farm  drainage  is 
concerned.

PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 


The  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee  of  vhich  the 
Sturminster  Rural  District  Council  is  one  of  the  six  con¬ 
stituent  authorities,  continued  to  carry  out  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  under  the  Act  in 
the  district  was  four  hundred  and  eleven  and  three  hundred 
and  forty-nine  treatments  were  carried  out,  compared  with 
five  hundred  and  eighteen  and  four  hundred  and  forty- three 
respectively  during  the  previous  year. 

There  have  been  reports  from  certain  parts  of  the 
country  that  rats  and  mice  have  shown  signs  of  immunity 
towards  Warfarin,  though  no  such  immunity  has  been  not¬ 
iced  in  this  particular  area. 

There  are,  at  the  moment,  signs  that  the  Y/ild  mink 
population  may  be  increasing. 


PERSISTENT  PESTICIDES 


During  the  year  the  Council  expressed  itself  as  being 
concerned  at  the  increasing  potential  risk  to  the  public 
health  from  the  widespread  use  of  persistent  pesticides. 

At  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Rural  District  Coun¬ 
cils  Association,  your  representatives  moved  the  following 
resolution  which  was  accepted  by  the  Conference  - 

^'That  this  Conference  is  gravely  concerned  at 
the  danger  to  public  health  and  to  the  pois¬ 
oning  of  the  environriisnt  by  the  widespread 
and  increasing  use  of  persistent  pesticides 
and  urges  Her  Majesty’s  Government  to  intro¬ 
duce  immediate  legislation  to  prevent  the  use 
of  such  substances  until  proved  to  be  harm¬ 
less  to  all  but  specified  pests"

Food  Insnection 


During  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixty  one  samples 
of  meat  and  meat  products  v/ere  taken,  seventeen  of 
which  were  found  to  be  positive.  Five  of  the  Posi¬ 
tive  samples  were  from  carcases  detained  at  the  slaugh— 
terhou^s  f or  further  examination  and  I’vhich  were  sub¬ 
sequently  condemned.  Twelve  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  of  brine  and  pickled  ox  tongues  or  beef,  sub¬ 
sequently  condemned.  Samples  of  ox  tongues  would 
seem  to  indicate  the  necessity  for  careful  cleaning  of 
the  tongues  before  they  are  put  into  pickle. 


Sixty  nine  samples  of  sausage  and  sausage  meat  ^ 
were  taken  and  forty  seven  of  minced  meat,  all  of  #iich 
were  negative. 

Twenty  five  swabs  were  taken  from  equipment  on 
butchers  premises  and  only  one  of  these  showed  evidence 
of  contamination. 

Of  thirteen  samples  of  mecst  taken  from ^ the  knackers 
yard  only  one  showed  evidence  of  contamination. 


T-wo  samples  of  liquid  egg  were  taken  and  these  ?/ere 
satisfactory.
